Stock Nrnvn to the Northward.
The shipments of stock continue

from the Clearwater country. The
reports that no stock Is being fed has
been denied by stockmen on Camas
prairie and the Salmon river and It
Is reported that large numbers of
cattle are being fattened In the upper
country and will be put on the mar-
ket late In the winter. It is also re-
ported that large numbers of slock of
ull kinds are being fed In the Taklma
country and coast packers will make
large purchases In that territory
within the next three months.

Stockmen generally expect to see
livestock of all kinds advance within
the mxt two months, but no greater
advance .than Is generally the case at
this season of the year. While there
are few sheep ready for the market
It Is probable that the usual ship-
ments will be made from the country
before the bands are driven from the
winter quarters. One carload of
sheep will be shipped from Rllles this
morning and a shipment of cattle will
be made from Genesee tomorrow.

Reports from the Palouse country
Indicate that large numbers of hogs
are being fattened In that section and
buyers predict the output from the
Inland Empire as a whole will be lit-
tle below last year.
